A spending 
plan is not 


a budget! 





MANY people resent “budgets” on the ground that 
they are cunningly designed to keep them from spend- 
ing money as they'd like to. The modern spending plan 
concept has an exactly opposite aim. It helps you get 
the things you want and prevents you from being bur- 
dened with those you don’t want or don’t need. In this 
plan, there are three ingredients: an income estimate, 
a spending program, and a spending record. This is a 
typical income estimate: 


Estimated Income for 1959

Modern money plan

SINCE certain basic expenditures—for food, mortgage 
payments, taxes, utilities, repairs, insurance, essential home 
equipment, clothing, health care, and transportation—can’t 
be neglected, the next step is to estimate their total cost for 
the coming year and subtract that from your expected in- 
come. What’s left is the unchanneled money whose use will 
make your plan personal and, if handled right, successful. 

In allocating this “‘extra’’ money, let personal preference 
prevail over “‘averages.” If you’re unusually fond of music, 
for instance, don’t worry about spending more than other 
families do for records. You'll probably find that you’re 
spending less than they are for, say, movies. 

To the right are two spending plans. The top one lists the 
average expenditures for a typical, but mythical, American 
family. From it, you can see how much money you’re spend- 
ing on particular items as compared with your countrymen. 
The second plan shows one family’s personal plan, which, 


THE REEF that wrecks many programs is the attempt to 
plan by the week or by the month. The new concept of plan- 
ning—by the year—is more flexible and more comprehensive. 
Short-range programs can be upset by unexpected spurts of 
inflation or recession, a sudden frost in Florida that boosts 
produce prices, and other unpredictable factors. Budgeting 
by the year, you can exceed a month’s allotment in one or 
several departments yet still have opportunity to retrieve the 
money in succeeding months or in other expenses. 

The third element of your plan, the spending record, lets 
you know whether your original estimates are realistic, or 
if they need adjusting. It allows you to compare one month’s 
expenses in each department with the month before and 
with the same month in other years. You'll gain both ex- 
perience in gauging expenses and insight into trends in your 
spending. Several pencil entries a day are all that’s required, 
and experts suggest that one member of the family make all 
the entries from reports of spending submitted by the others. 
The record book can be a piece of cardboard or any ordi- 
nary notebook with ruled columns. For convenience, keep 
it permanently located in a handy spot. 

The headings in the sample page below are arbi- 
trary, and yours may be different. This record sep- 
arates items bought in the same store—food, cleaning 
supplies, and toiletries, for instance. But you don’t 
have to go through the store writing down what you 
spend. Simply take home your cash-register receipt 
and use it to sort different expenses.

To MAKE a spending program work, the entire family 
should share its planning and its goals. A husband can’t buy 
a new hunting jacket if his wife needs basic clothes. 

Wives now keep track of money and bills in 4 out of 10 
families, and husbands in 3 out of 10. In the rest, they share 
the responsibility, making fullest use of the different talents 
of husband and wife. A woman, for instance, is usually 
punctilious and realistic. A man’s business ability helps set 
up a system. Also, men are efficient planners. 

A budget imposed on a family by one member simply 
leads to cheating. Charge-account grocers confide that 
housewives sometimes ask them to advance cash and add it 
to the bill. 

By taking part in family financial planning, wives also 
learn things they need to know in an emergency. 


What wives should know about... 

. .. Social Security: Payments cover families of workers who 
die or are totally disabled. Children are eligible if a working 
mother dies. Keep a record of Social Security numbers and 
birth certificates of every member of the family. 
. .. Employer, Union Benefits: Keep a record of group sick- 
ness and death benefits. 
... Employee Compensation: State compensation laws pro- 
vide for medical care and payments to anyone injured in 
connection with work. Claims are made to the Workmen’s 
Compensation Board of your State Labor Department. 
... Personal Insurance: Keep the name and address of your 
agent or insurance company handy. Insurance policies need 
not be kept in a safe-deposit box, and shouldn’t be if the wife 
does not have access to it. Every wife should know how the 
insurance would be paid: lump sum, interest income, pay- 
ments for a fixed period, or payments for life. 
. . . Veterans’ Insurance: Every wife should know the ad- 
dress of the V.A. regional insurance office where her hus- 
band pays premiums. The V.A. requires the policy number 
and a copy of the death certificate before settling claims. 
. .. Veterans’ Pensions: War veterans who become totally 
and permanently disabled in civilian life are entitled to pen- 
sions within certain income limits. Hospital care is available 
in case of severe financial need. Dependents of deceased 
World War I veterans are eligible for payments within cer- 
tain income limits. Dependents of later war veterans are eli- 
gible if the veteran had a service-incurred disability. Con- 
tact the State Veterans’ Department to learn of state aid. 
. .. Property: Each wife should know the terms of her hus- 
band’s will and the location of all property deeds, bills of 
sale, mortgages, and securities. She should have a record of 
the investment firms that handled these transactions. 
. .. Safe Deposit Box: His wife should know the location and 
contents of a man’s safe deposit box. It should be maintained 
in both names for easy access in case of emergency. 
. . . Business Records: The wife of a self-employed man 
should know the name of his accountant, any partnership 
agreements, or any other commitments that could affect 
family assets. 
. .. Debts: A wife should know the location of mortgage and 
installment contracts and notes, and whether these are cov- 
ered by credit life insurance so they would automatically be 
paid in case of her husband’s death.

oro’ Has saving become 
“old-fashioned?” 


SavING with no clear goals is old-fashioned, but planned 

saving for a specific purpose certainly is not. 

Today’s families, unlike those of earlier generations, have 
the assistance of Social Security, group medical and mort- 
gage insurance, union welfare funds, company benefits, and 
similar programs in reducing the need for a large “‘defen- 
sive’ fund so common in the past. The modern concept in 
saving is not primarily to guard against misfortune, but to 
help you achieve positive goals. 

Of course, you can’t ignore emergency and retirement 
funds altogether. You won’t need as much protection as your 
parents did, but you’ll need some. A simple formula for esti- 
mating the amount comes later in this article. 

Once you’ve set up a plan for supplementary family pro- 
tection, you can direct the rest of your savings toward your 
own private dream. Decide what you want to save for, then 
start individual savings accounts for each goal. 

The Personal Spending Plan presented earlier shows not 
only how a family might save money, but how they might 
allot it. This plan deviates from “‘average’’ spending in these 
ways: 

I It allots slightly less to food, on the basis that smart plan- 
ning and adequate food-preparation equipment can save 
at least 10 percent of average expenditures. 

2 It allots more to housing than the national average, since 
home improvement is a good investment. 

3 It cuts back clothing expenses, recognizing that informal 
suburban living, modern home-laundry equipment, and 
the increasing use of sturdy, man-made clothing fibers can 
cut both purchase and upkeep costs. 

4 It allots more to health-care than the “average”’ family 
does. This larger allotment is intended to lift some of the 
worry over medical bills that nags many families. Any 
money left over in a particular year will not be used else- 
where, but kept in an interest-earning account to accumu- 
late a medical reserve. How much. reserve you need de- 
pends on whether you have group health insurance. 

5 It sets up funds for special goals, such as education. 

6 It establishes a definite allotment for a family-protection 
reserve that supplements Social Security and insurance. 

7 It establishes a depreciation reserve against major repairs 
or replacement of family equipment. The allotments for 
home equipment and car purchase not actually spent cach 
month go into this separate reserve for future use. 

8% It sets aside money for a “capital fund,’ whose purpose is 
to finance the family’s operations. When not in use, this 
capital earns interest. But its biggest dividends come from 
enabling you to take advantage of buying opportunities. 

How much do other families save? The average in recent 
years has ranged from 4 to 7 percent of after-tax income. 

But savings vary enormously, not only as income rises, but 

between salaried and self-employed people. A recent study 

conducted by the Wharton School of Finance and Com- 
merce indicated that self-employed people save 14 per- 
cent, compared with 2 to 3 percent for wage earners. In 
just the middle-income brackets, salaried people save 
about 4 percent; self-employed people 17 percent. But 
neither these figures nor the allotments are rigid; they 
serve only to help you develop your own program.

3 ew ideas on buying 


THE new concept of money handling includes three mod- 
ern approaches to getting a better standard of living from 
your present income: 


Full use of your “‘capital fund” 


A capital fund is the most profitable investment a family 
can make if it’s kept working full time and doesn’t lie semi- 
idle in a bank or bonds. Its advantage is that it lets you buy 
for cash, saving credit costs, and enables you to take ad- 
vantage of sales. Even a tiny “House Fuel Fund” of $30, 
earning a 2-percent cash discount each time you buy, will 
yield 16 percent a year. In comparison, common stocks typ- 
ically yield 5 or 6 percent, and government “E” bonds 314 
percent. To make good its purpose, your capital fund must 
be refilled after use. You pay back into it just as you pay a 
store or finance company, and then you’re able to use it 
again. Using your capital fund wisely, you can: 
> Stock up on supermarket packaged-food specials, as in the 
September canned-goods sales. 
> Save 8 to 40 percent by buying foods, cleaning supplies, 
and toiletries in bulk quantities and larger sizes. 
> Fill your freezer in winter when meat prices are low 
against the warmer months when prices are higher. 
> Fill up on fuel in the summer, save 6 or 7 percent of the 
price, and also earn cash discounts. 
>» Take advantage of regular sales to meet your needs of 
clothing, home furnishings, toiletries, and other goods. 
Semiannual shoe sales, for example, often offer savings of 10 
to 20 percent on staple styles and brands. 
> Finance many of your own purchases. A capital fund used 
to buy $500 worth of household equipment will save $100 on 
the finance charge for a 2-year installment contract. 


Reserves for the day the machine stops 


Every businessman puts aside a certain amount of money 
to repair or replace equipment. A similar family “‘deprecia- 
tion reserve” can be built even with small allotments, if they 
are made regularly. 

The very moment he completes buying a car, the far- 
sighted man starts to put away $40 a month for his next one. 
He recognizes that he is “‘using up’”’ his car. He not only 
starts to save the finance charge of $450 on his next car, but 
his depreciation fund will earn interest of $150. His next 
$2,500 car will cost him $2,350 instead of $2,950. Not all 
families can set aside enough to buy a car, but they can use 
this plan to meet larger down payments, and provide for 
major repairs. 

A depreciation reserve for household equipment promises 
even greater savings, for finance charges generally are higher 
on these goods. In estimating how long it will be before you 
buy a new freezer, refrigerator, range, washing machine, 
furniture, or carpets, remember that style changes and tech- 
nical improvements might make you want to replace your 
present equipment long before it wears out. Also, you might 
buy new furnishings if you move. 


Cooperation with neighbors 


Today, families show talent for joint buying and pooling 
of services, such as arranging jointly for black-top driveways, 
buying garden needs in bulk, and building groups of houses 
cooperatively. Other examples found in suburban neighbor- 
hoods: cooperative nurseries; joint buying of insurance and 
fuel; equipment co-ops where families share the purchase of 
motorized mowers, power saws, and similar items.

What about credit? 


CREDIT is a useful tool if you stay in command of it, 
don’t use it unnecessarily, and do get it at lowest cost. 

Two out of five families under 45 pay between 10 and 40 
percent of their income on installment payments. With true 
interest rates of 12 to 40 percent, this means a sizable slice of 
their income is usurped by finance charges. 

While credit is useful in obtaining large items you can’t 
immediately pay for, it’s often expensive when used for low- 
er-cost items purchased through “revolving payment plans,” 
“budget charge accounts,” or “‘permanent budget ac- 
counts,” for there’s an important difference between these 
new plans and regular free charge accounts: the revolving 
accounts cost you true annual interest fees of from 12 to 22 
percent. 

If you have no access to a regular charge account and 
need credit for smaller items, it’s possible (and wise) to bor- 
row short-term cash loans from low-rate banks and credit 
unions. In doing so, borrow the least you need, not the most 
you can get; make your monthly payments as large as you 
can, not over as long a time as the creditor will allow; and 
borrow from the lowest-cost source, not necessarily the 
handiest or quickest. For example, if you repay a $2,000 
balance on a car in 30 months instead of 36, the finance 
charge, at 14 percent, would be $350 instead of $420. 

The way rates are stated, people sometimes are confused 
about what they actually pay. Here are two simple formulas 
for finding the “‘true”’ yearly interest rate: 

1. If the rate is stated as a percentage of the remaining or 
declining balance each month, you simply multiply. the 
monthly percentage by 12 to get the true yearly rate. Thus, 
*“‘one percent a month” is a true rate of 12 percent a year. 

2. If the rate is stated as a yearly percentage of the original 
debt, the true yearly rate is approximately double. That’s 
because you’re repaying each month, and over the life of the 
loan you really owe an average of only half the original 
amount. For instance, if you repay in 12 monthly install- 
ments a $1,000 debt at a stated rate of 12 percent and pay a 
finance charge of $120, your true interest cost would be 
about 24 percent, since your average debt during the year is 
$500, not the original $1,000.

Planning family protection 


Waite Social Security and related programs have be- 
come the chief financial defense of most American fami- 
lies against loss of their wage earner, or for retirement, a sup- 
plementary fund is still necessary, especially if you have no 


job-pension benefits. Here is a simple formula for estimating 





how much savings or insurance—or, most likely, a combina- 
tion of both—you need to protect your family: 
» Estimate how much money your family would need if left 
without its breadwinner. Government studies indicate that a 
widow with two children would need at least $275 a month, 
at 1958 prices, for a modest standard of living in an urban 
community. If its breadwinner’s average earnings after 1950 
had been in the $4,200 to $4,800 range, this family would 
get about $230 to $240 a month from Social Security. 
Then calculate the amount you need in addition to Social 
Security. At the moderate interest rate of 2!4 percent, you 
would need $14,000 in insurance and savings to supply a $50 
a month supplement for 30 years, or $19,000 to supply $100 
a month for 20 years. 
> For retirement planning, figure on about $9,000 to buy a 


joint-and-survivor annuity at 65 that will furnish $48 a 


month while both husband and wife are alive, and $36 a 
month to the survivor. A very modest living standard for a 
retired couple would cost about $200 a month in 1958, of 
which Social Security would supply about $175 to $185 for a 
middle-income couple. 

For most young families, insurance provides most of this 
protection until the family’s own fund assumes larger pro- 
portions. Properly invested, the fund won’t have to grow all 
by itself; it will have strong help from the power of com- 
pound interest. For that reason, an early start is more im- 
portant than the amount you put away. Starting at 30, one 
couple invests $200 a year at an average yield of 4 percent. 
Another family starts at 40 but puts away $400 a year. At 
age 50, both have invested $4,000, but the first family has 
$6,194, the second only $4,994. 

The erosion by inflation of the buying power of fixed- 
value savings has encouraged many small savers to invest in 
stocks, since stocks rise with inflation. But there is danger in 
protecting only against inflation. As we recently relearned, 
there are recessions, too. A family that can’t afford to lose 
its reserve needs to hedge both ways: against inflation and 
recession, and many investments differ in their resistance to 
each. For example: 

Preferred stocks are more recession-resistant than com- 
mon stocks, but they don’t climb as much during inflation. 
If you hold “convertible preferred,” however, you have the 
choice of exchanging your preferred stock for common stock 
if the price of the common rises. 

Certain common stocks hold better than others in a re- 
cession. These include utilities, stable industries like food 
and basic clothing, bank stocks, and insurance-company 
stocks. 

Mutual funds differ, too. The so-called “‘balanced”’ funds 
are more stable. The more speculative high-income funds 
are more subject to violent swings in value. 

Your own home can be a protection. You can invest in it 
two ways: in your mortgage and in improvements. Prepay- 
ing part of your mortgage earns from 5 to 6 percent com- 
pared to the 3 or 4 percent from savings accounts and “E” 
bonds. An investment in your own mortgage is a hedge 
against recession, though not against inflation. But you can 
hedge against inflation, too, by investing in maintenance 
and improvements. A well-kept home increases in value dur- 
ing an inflation just as stocks do, but even more steadily 
and surely. And it also gives you a nicer place to live.

Making your money srow 


SAVINGS and investment accounts play a bigger role 
than budget boxes in the new concept of money handling, 





and you'll achieve your goals sooner if you make your de- 
preciation reserve, capital, and family-protection funds work 
full time. 

In investing your funds for maximum safety, you need to 
vary not only the type of investment (short- or long-range) 
but the specific investment. Concentrating all his funds in 
one or two stocks is dangerous for a small investor. Mutual 
funds and investment trusts offer wide diversity, which ac- 
counts for their growing popularity. They have another ad- 
vantage for long-range savings: by enabling reinvestment of 
dividends, they allow families to use the “‘dollar averaging” 
techniques of large institutional investors, making no great 
attempt to “‘beat the market” by searching for elusive bar- 
gains, but being designed to settle for average prices and 
grow as the national business community grows. But keep in 
mind that even the most varied mutual funds are basically 
stock investments, and subject to the same fluctuations. 

Next to life insurance, series ‘“‘E”’ bonds are still the most 
popular investment. They have distinct advantages for 
long-range savings. Their fixed 3!4-percent interest is a

The everyday wonders of

ae like many of us, you have seen hypnosis only on 
the stage and television, where you became conditioned to 
expect the hypnotist to make a fool of his victim or, at the 
very least, puncture him with pins. Of course, this has noth- 
ing to do with medical hypnosis (hypnotherapy). 

Hypnosis—a light stage of hypnosis—is so simple that you 
could be practicing it right now. You are perfectly aware of 
what’s going on, but you’ve let your arms rest easily and 
you've released the pressure of time and trouble from your 
mind. You may concentrate on a single object—even the 
words you’re reading on this page. You could make a posi- 
tive goal—like overcoming a headache—the dominating in- 
fluence, and you could do it easily. You would be practicing 
auto- or self-hypnosis. 

There are many more startling examples of auto-hypno- 
sis. Recently, a farmer caught his hand in a cornpicker. Be- 
fore escaping, his arm was nearly torn off to the shoulder. 
Still, he managed to walk across a field to his house for help 
—without bleeding. Somehow a natural hemorrhage was 
controlled. Nature, in effect, cut off this man’s blood flow— 
because he knew he might otherwise bleed to death. There 
were countless cases of self-hypnosis during the war. A sol- 
dier with a severe abdominal wound managed to walk five 
miles without bleeding until the instant he reached a medi- 
cal unit where he knew he would be treated. 

You may practice a form of auto-hypnosis in a variety of 
ways. Playing golf, for example, you may do exceptionally 
well the first five holes. Then you approach the sixth tee 
feeling sure you can’t keep up the pace. In hypnology, this 
would relate to the “‘law of reverse effect’’: when you think 
you can’t do something, the more you wish to do it, the less 
able you are. It is always easier to imagine the worst. In 
turn, the “‘law of dominant effect’’ works in such a way that 
a positive thought (like “I’m going to make a million dol- 
lars’) will dominate if you create a strong enough goal or 
emotion. ‘‘The law of concentrated attention” suggests that: 
if you dwell on an idea with a sufficient degree of intensity, it 
will tend to realize itself—even ideas that are ordinarily im- 
possible to achieve, like our farmer above. [ Turn to page 120

When measuring on any stock, be sure the rule is parallel to the 
edge, and as near the edge as possible. If you're concerned with 
widths, the rule should also be at right angles to a side. A slight dis- 
crepancy here can result in a big error in measurement. 


Bore at an angle with an 
auger bit by first drilling a 
pilot hole to follow. Thus 
started, the big bit will cut 
in easily without skipping. 

The drill for the pilot hole 
should be about the same 
size as the threaded lead 
screw on the auger bit. 

Run the drill into the 
stock far enough to start the 
lead screw securely.

The living room of the Welch home on Cape Cod looks out on Harwich Port har- 
bor. ““We like to sit here with the lights off and some music on, and let twilight 
melt into darkness,” said Welch. This is also the spot where Joe and Agnes 
Welch have coffee, happily and without exception, every day. 
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A. 68, Joe Welch has a new career in television, with- 
out letting up on his old—the law. He has an impressive 
schedule of speeches and voluminous correspondence; he 
respects the usual demands on celebrities for souvenirs 
(bow ties), pictures, and autographs; he writes, reads, 
sails, and fishes; he is an amateur weatherman, a ham 
radio “listener,” and an inveterate gin rummy player; 
he was also recently married. Still, Welch himself insists, 
“*T am sweetly lazy and indolent, and I love it.” 

Welch is relaxed. He has long since settled comfortably 
into life and gets along fine with it. His affections tend to 
embrace most of the world and its contents. He is so fond 
of weather, for example—just as weather—that he is as 
eloquent in the face of a storm as he is in the face of a jury. 

**T like to be in weather, see it change, see the clouds 
break up. I love those fleecy clouds that will unravel like 
jet streams into the thinnest tracery of white veils across 
the sky. It seems to me poetic and lovely to look at.” 

At Cape Cod, where he now lives year round, Welch 
can follow the pattern of a “‘good northeaster”’ with a va- 
riety of weather instruments he always keeps in sight 
and use. 

In conversation, Welch may at any moment perform 
some remarkably disconcerting gymnastics, scratching his 
left ear by bringing his right hand from around the back 
of his neck. 

“I’ve never been frightened in a storm. My intellect 
tells me I could get hurt or even killed, but is there any 
more graceful, natural way to die than by a sudden, 
beautiful stroke of lightning coming down from the 
skies? And I'd rather be hit by a tornado than some 
hellish machine someone has built.” 

He concluded quite happily, “‘I simply have an atti- 
tude about weather.” 

And Welch’s attitude about weather underlies the 
whole man: the wise, kindly, optimistic attitude he has 
about the whole of life—about words, about voicing them 
“‘to move, to persuade, to change, to achieve, to do things 
with only these little sounds that you make with your 
larynx and your lips.” 

Welch will caress and care for words like flowers, and 
once planted on his tongue, they bloom in great varieties 
of color and tone. 





Someone said, “‘Joseph Welch is the last of the red-hot 
gentlemen.” And you’re tempted to separate the words 
“gentle” and “man”’ if they’ve lost any meaning to you 
together. 

When he first appeared on the scene of the Army- 
McCarthy hearings, Welch was known to his profession 
as one of the sharpest trial lawyers since Clarence Dar- 
row. Unknown to the newsmen and the public generally, 
he was described as someone out of Pickwick Papers, a 
Dickensian character, an Old World gentleman. It was 
this contrast with the opposing principals in the hearing 
that catapulted Welch to national affection and promi- 
nence, and made him the symbol of grace and decency 
in an unhappy episode in American history. 

But Welch is quick to say, “There are still quite a re- 
spectable number of people who think I was on the wrong 
side. Someone just addressed a letter to me as ‘Stinker 
Joe Welch, Boston, Massachusetts,’ and the postman had 
no difficulty identifying just who ‘Stinker’ was out of a 
considerable number of ‘Joe Welches.’ ” 

Welch was attacked and still is by those who argue he 
was totally unaware of the danger [ Turn to page 145

A quarter-turkey roast may vary 
from 4% to 7 pounds, ready-to- 
cook weight. (Allow about 4 
pound per serving.) For all white 
meat, choose a forequarter. A drum- 
stick quarter gives dark meat plus

For frozen roast: Before cook- 
ing, thaw completely in refrigera- 
tor (takes about 114 to 3 days). 

To truss: Forequarter—tie cord 
around breast end to hold the wing 
flat. Drumstick tuck the 
white-meat piece under leg and tie 
leg to tail or body 

Foil-wrap: Rub cut side of tur- 
key with salt. Place trussed roast, 
skin side up, on square of heavy 
aluminum foil (the thin tears too 
easily). Bring one end of foil snugly 
over top of turkey; bring opposite 
end up lapping over first (overlap 
should be 2 to 3 inches). Then press 
remaining two sides of foil up (foil 
should come up high enough to 
prevent drippings from running 
into the pan and burning). 

To roast: Place foil-wrapped 
roast in bottom of shallow pan 
don’t use rack. Roast in very hot 
oven (450°) 20 to 25 minutes per 
pound. (A 5-pound roast takes 
about 2 hours.) 

When turkey has cooked to 
within 75 to 20 minutes of total cook- 
ing time, Quickly 
slit foil with scissors or knife and 
fold away from roast. (If you use a 
meat thermometer, insert it in 
center of thickest meaty section of 
forequarter; or in center of inside 
thigh muscle.) Return turkey to 
oven. Continue roasting till tender. 
To test, press meaty part of roast 
(protect hand with paper towel) 
meat should feel very soft. Also 
lift drumstick up and down— joint 
should give readily or break. (Meat 
thermometer should register 190°.) 
Tasting-Test Kitchen note: A 
casserole of stuffing (covered) may 
be placed in oven with the turkey 
for last half hour of roasting.

Use strong cord to make com- 
pact roast: Tie wings firmly to 
body. Tie cord around tail, then 
around crossed ends of drumsticks 
so all are tied securely and com- 
pactly. (In Better Homes & Gardens, 
June 1958, page 97 are pictures of 
mounting chickens on a spit. Be- 
cause of its size and weight, turkey 
needs to be tied with cord in addi- 
tional places—like around whole 
bird at wings and at heavy part of 
drumsticks and thighs.) 

Add 1 teaspoon liquid smoke to 
the salad oil; brush on bird. Sprin- 
kle well with salt and pepper. Place 
in rotisserie and roast about 2 
hours. Brush several times during 
cooking with oil mixture. Thirty 
minutes before cooking is complet- 
ed, add remaining oil mixture to 
hot Barbecue Sauce. Brush bird 
with sauce several times during 
last 30 minutes. 

Doneness test: Press thick part 
of drumstick between fingers (pro- 
tect with paper towel). Meat 
should feel very soft when done.

Spoon in stuffing. Shake bird to 
settle stuffing; do not pack. Close 
opening by placing skewers across 
it and lacing shut with cord. Tie 
drumsticks securely to tail. (If 
opening has band of skin across, 
push the drumsticks underneath, 
and you won’t need to fasten open- 
ing or tie legs.) 

Grease skin thoroughly. If you 
use a meat thermometer, insert it 
in the center of the inside thigh 
muscle adjoining the cavity. 

To roast: Place bird breast up 
on the rack (but breast down if us- 
ing V-rack) in shallow roasting 
pan and leave in this position for 
entire roasting time. Cover with 
loose “‘cap’’ of aluminum foil, 
pressing it lightly at drumstick and 
breast ends, but avoid having it 
touch top or sides. Roast at constant 
low temperature (see chart below). 


Turkey roasting chart* 





Set oven at 325°. Times are for chilled turkeys, 
stuffed just before roasting, and are approxi- 
mate 





When turkey is about two-thirds 
done according to turkey roasting 
chart, cut the cord or band of skin 
so heat can reach inside of thighs. 

Doneness tests: About 20 min- 
utes before roasting time is up, test 
doneness by pressing thick part of 
drumstick between fingers (pro- 
tect hand with paper towel). Meat 
should feel very soft. Also move 
drumstick up and down; it should 
move easily or twist out of joint. 
(If you use a meat thermometer, it 
should register 195°.) When turkey 
is done, remove from pan and keep 
warm while you make gravy from 
pan drippings. Let turkey stand 20 
minutes before carving. Carving 
will be easier and slices neater. 

*Based on latest research. These 
roasting times are shorter than in 
the past because today’s turkeys 
are more tender and boast a new- 
style, compact figure. 


Foil-wrapped Roast Turkey 


The traditional turkey roasted in foil 
to peed the cooking 

Truss and wrap: Tie drum- 
sticks to tail. Press wings to body so 
tips are flat against sides of breast. 
Use heavy aluminum foil (the thin 
tears too easily). Place turkey, 
breast up, in center of foil. (Foil 
should be wide enough to have 5 
to 6 inches extending beyond leg 
and breast ends of bird; if it isn’t, 
join 2 pieces together with drug- 
store or lock fold, pressing to make 
leakproof joining.) Bring one end 
of foil snugly over top of turkey; 
bring opposite end up, lapping 
over first (overlap should be 2 to 3 
inches). Now fold foil down snugly 
at breast and legs; then press re- 
maining two sides of foil up (foil 
should come up high enough to 
prevent drippings from running in- 
to the pan and burning). 

To roast: Place foil-wrapped 
bird, breast up, in bottom of shal- 
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low pan (broiler pan is convenient) 
—do not use rack. (Roast at con- 
stant, high temperature.) (See chart 
below.)

Set oven at 450°. Times are for unstuffed 
chilled turkeys and are approximate only. For 
stuffed turkey, add 30 to 45 minutes to the 
total time. 





When turkey has cooked to with- 
in 75 to 20 minutes of total cooking 
time given in the foil-wrapped-tur- 
key roasting chart, remove from oven. 
Quickly slit foil with scissors or 
knife and fold away from bird to 
edge of pan. (If you use a meat 
thermometer, insert it in center of 
inside thigh muscle adjoining cav- 
ity.) Return turkey to oven. Con- 
tinue roasting till turkey is tender 
(test doneness' in usual ways— 
meat thermometer should register 
190°). When turkey’s done, lift 
from foil to warm platter. Pour 
drippings in skillet; concentrate by 
simmering if you want to increase 
flavor and color; use in making 
gravy. 


Frozen turkeys (unstuffed) 
Thaw frozen unstuffed turkey in 
original wrapping shortly before 
time to cook. To speed up thawing, 
you can place wrapped turkey un- 
der cold running water. See label 
directions that come with turkey.

After trans- 
ferring cooked turkey to a warm 
platter, leave crusty bits in pan and 
pour the liquid from pan into a 
measuring cup. When fat comes to 
the top, skim it off. Then, for each 
cup gravy, use these proportions: 
Measure 2 tablespoons of fat back 
into roasting pan. Add 2 table- 
spoons flour and blend thoroughly. 
Cook over low heat till frothy, stir- 
ring constantly. (For richer flavor 
and color, add a little kitchen bou- 
quet.) Remove from heat and add 
1 cup lukewarm liquid (meat juices 
from roasting turkey plus giblet 
broth).

Sift together 234 cups of sifted 
cake flour, 34 teaspoon of salt, and 
314 teaspoons of baking powder. 
Cream '% cup of soft butter or 
vegetable shortening thoroughly. 
Add 1 teaspoon of vanilla and 
blend well. Add 1% cups of sugar, 
a tablespoon at a time, beating 
well after each addition. Continue 
beating after all the sugar is added 
until very light and fluffy. (This 
step is the secret of success with this 
method. Beating air into the mix- 
ture makes the cake light and gives 
it a good texture. It is almost im- 
possible to overbeat, quite easy to 
underbeat—and an electric mixer 
expedites matters considerably.) 
Scrape the bowl often. Beat in 3 
eggs, one at a time, again beating 
well. Use a low speed on the mixer 
for the next step, or use large wood- 
en spoon.

Add 2 tea- 
spoons of soda to 2 cups of molasses. 
Thoroughly cream 1 cup ofshorten- 
ing and 2 cups of sugar. Add half 
the dry ingredients, half the water 
and rum flavoring, then Aalf the 
molasses, blending well after each 
addition. Repeat. Chill dough for 
several hours or overnight. On 
well-floured surface, roll 44 inch 
thick and cut with a 4-inch cutter.

burn. Let stand a few minutes, 
then remove. Makes about 2% 
dozen cookies.

French Omelet 


The ingredients are simple enough, just 
eggs, water, and salt. The trick is the 
technique— 

The pan should be of heavy met- 
al and at least 6 inches across for 
an individual omelet. Preheat the 
pan for about 10 minutes over very 
low heat. For each omelet beat 3 
eggs, 1 tablespoon of water, and a 
little salt with a fork or a rotary 
beater until well blended but not 
frothy. Strain them. When ready to 
make the omelet, turn up the heat 
under the pan. The pan should be 
hot enough to make butter sizzle 
but not brown. Put a good table- 
spoon of butter in the pan and 
when it is melted, pour in the eggs. 
Leave for maybe 30 seconds, until 
the bottom starts to set a little, 
then shake the pan with one hand 
and stir the eggs lightly with a fork 
with the other. While the omelet 
is still soft and creamy, let stand 
for a few seconds, then tilt the pan 
at right angles toward a hot plate 
or omelet dish, and with the same 
fork, fold the omelet over and 
turn out.

Every doctor deals with illnesses 
that seemingly have no physical 
basis yet are very real. Migraine 
headaches, attacks of asthma, ul- 
cers, allergic reactions, high blood 
pressure, and heart attacks—even 
when they are rooted in emotional 
disturbances—can cause pain, even 
death. Such ailments, doctors find, 
respond remarkably well to hyp- 
notic suggestion. 


The big difference between mod- 
ern medical hypnosis and old-fash- 
ioned mesmerism or “‘magnetism”’ 
is that doctors nowadays do not 
think of it as a treatment in itself, 
but as a handy tool to help them 
give other, conventional forms of 
treatment. 

Dr. Anthony J. Pellicane of New 
Brunswick, New Jersey, Fellow of 
the American College of Surgeons 
and International College of Sur- 
geons, estimates that medical hyp- 
nosis can relieve four out of every 
five victims of migraine within 30 
seconds 

Suggestion can stop an asth- 
matic attack in its tracks. Typical 
of the value of hypnosis in treating 
such ailments is the case of the doc- 
tor’s nurse who had been an asth- 
matic since the age of five. She had 
been dogged by recurrent attacks 
lasting from 24 to 36 hours. The 
doctor found that by using sugges- 
tion he could give her relief almost 
instantly. 

But the patients who are most 
enthusiastic about medical hyp- 
nosis are overweight women who 
for years have struggled with diets, 
calorie-counting, and _ reducing 
pills. A doctor working with pa- 
tients who are too fat, first relaxes 
them, and prescribes a complete 
diet. He then gives the patient a 
posthypnotic suggestion that “It 
is important to stay on the diet.” 
Posthypnotic suggestions have a 
strong compulsion; the patient 
is made uncomfortable by break- 
ing the diet, so she sticks to it.

sociates used the same form of 
therapeutic suggestion on five burn 
victims who refused to eat, called 
constantly for painkillers, and 
could not do essential exercise be- 
cause of the constant pain. 

In each of these cases the post- 
hypnotic suggestion was: ““When 
you wake up, the area in which 
you have been burned will not be 
painful.”” The patients were also 
told they would be hungry. 

All of the men began to improve 
almost immediately. They were so 
relaxed and immune to pain that 
surgeons were able to perform skin 
grafts without anesthesia. Under 
suggestion, one patient who had 
been unable to exercise his burned 
hands became so diligent that he 
did his exercise even while he slept. 
All five patients fully recovered. 


’ 
The most receptive patients are 
pregnant women. One noted ob- 
stetrician in Passaic, New Jersey, 
has delivered 500 babies without 
anesthesia or sedation. He believes 
that a pregnant woman, dreading 
the ordeal of labor, is glad to be- 
lieve the promise that hypnoan-

(In some ways therapeutic sugges- 
tion is like natural childbirth.) 

Often a Caesarean can be avoid- 
ed by suggestion. One patient, a 
girl with a small pelvis, was warned 
by her doctor that the baby was 
large, and a Caesarean would prob- 
ably be necessary. However, when 
labor started, the girl was comfort- 
able and volunteered to hold out. 
Labor without pain continued for 
two days, and the baby arrived 
naturally 

A field where the results are dra- 
matic and at times lifesaving is that 


of anesthetics. Many a patient 
whose condition was such that 
chemical anesthesia would have 


proved fatal, has come through an 
operation in which neither seda- 
tives nor drugs were used. 

With only suggestion to help 
him, the patient is wheeled into the 
operating room where he remains 
fully aware of what is happening 
but is seemingly oblivious as the 
surgeon wields knife and scalpel. 

Dr. William L. Diegnan, of 
South Orange, New Jersey, who 
used hypnoanesthesia in general 
surgery—for tonsillectomies, su- 
tures, incision of abscesses, abdomi- 
nal punctures—finds that the more 
intelligent the patient, the more he 
will cooperate. “‘If the patient is 
thoroughly relaxed, the flow of sen- 
sations to muscles is diminished,” 
says Doctor Diegnan. “‘The patient 
replaces in his mind’s eye the things 
that are suggested.” 

But it is when an emergency 
arises that doctors are grateful for

—and never needs 
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hypnoanesthesia. Typical is the 
case of the young mother who was 
brought into a hospital in South 
Orange following a miscarriage. 
An immediate operation was im- 
perative, but her blood count and 
hemoglobin were so low, her con- 
dition so poor, that the hospital 


anesthetist did not believe she 
could survive the ordeal. 

Doctor Diegnan saw her that 
evening and suggested that she 


would have a good night’s sleep. 
When the patient was placed on 
the operating table the following 
morning she was calm and relaxed. 
Doctor Diegnan continued giving 
suggestions. 

‘“*T told her she would feel noth- 
ing, that she was not to move, but 
to lie perfectly still.”” Throughout 
the operation he talked to her in a 
soothing repeating again 
and again, “You're fine. You’re 
feeling nothing.”’ 

Awakened after the operation, 
asked by Dr. Diegnan, 
“Did you know you were hypno- 
tized?” She replied, ““Yes. I knew 
everything that was going on, but 
it didn’t bother me. I could have 
got up any time.”

T hat hypnosis may be effectively 
maintained through major opera- 
tive procedures is born out by the 
records of two Australian physi- 
cians who, during World War II, 
were held prisoners in a Japanese 
prison camp in Singapore. They 
found that hypnosis was an excel- 
lent substitute for the anesthetics 


that were unavailable to them. 
They also discovered that it worked 
wonders in reducing pain and 
bleeding after surgery and pro- 
moted rapid healing. They describe 
29 successful major operations, all 
performed with hypnosis in place 
of drugs. 

Doctors using hypnoanesthesia 
say that the advantages are many. 
There are no reactions, the patient 
can be awakened at any time, and 
there is no “coming out” period. 

And there is no psychological 
reaction. Dr. Louis L. Wolberg, 
noted psychiatrist, points out that 
there are fewer psychological reac- 
tions when hypnosis is used than 
when the patient receives chemical 
anesthesia. 

Just as dramatic, in another 
way, are the effects of suggestion on 
the relationship between. doctors 
and children. All the shock of fear 
disappears even in patients as 
young as five. 

Dr. Sandor A. Levinsohn, for- 
mer president of the Passaic, New 
Jersey, County Medical Society 
and noted pediatrician in Pater- 
son, New Jersey, testifies that by 
using suggestion he can avoid 
tears, wails, or spasms of temper, 
even while giving his young pa- 
tients painful injections 

Dr. George Diegan used sugges- 
tion on a girl of six who had a 
severe laceration under her chin 
as a result of a fall. “Both the child 
and her mother were hysterical 
when they arrived at my office,” 
the doctor recalled. “I put the 


mother in the waiting room and 
quieted the child. I told her she 
was a pretty little girl and wouldn’t 
want to grow up with a scar. I 
then had her close her eyes, relax, 
and take a deep breath. I took four 
stitches while she sat quietly. When 
it was over she smiled radiantly. 
‘It didn’t hurt a bit,’ she told her 
mother.” 

Children up to 15 can be hypno- 
tized almost without exception 
says psychiatrist Gordon Ambrose 
of London. Doctor Ambrose, who 
recommends the use of this tech- 
nique in both anxiety reactions 
and hysterical reactions, would like 
to see hypnosis tried on juvenile 
delinquents. 

Dr. Jules Weinstein at Harlem 
Hospital, New York, believes that 
dentistry offers more scope for hyp- 
nosis than any other branch of 
medicine because many dental op- 
erations are painful and the pa- 
tient may have to go back for more. 
For patients who have a low pain 
threshold, hypnodontics offers a 
promise of relief. 

In almost every large city in this 
country, there are dentists practic- 
ing hypnodontics. They perform 
the most painful tasks—root canal 
work, chipping at impacted teeth, 
drilling along sensitive gum lines— 
without a cry from the patient and 
with no painkillers. Dr. Samuel V. 
Goffin of Chicago finds that he can 
reduce postoperative pain to a 
minimum by giving the suggestion 
before rousing the patient. 

The greatest hurdle for the doc- 


tor using medical hypnosis is the 
patient’s fear. Most of us hear the 
word “hypnosis” and conjure up 
visions of Rasputin mesmerizing 
the crown prince of Russia, or 
Svengali at work on an open-eyed 
innocent. There is so much con- 
fusion and misapprehension about 
the word “hypnosis” that doctors 
practicing the medical version pre- 
fer to call it “therapeutic sugges- 
tion”’ or “induced relaxation.” 

Vo one can possibly be hypnotized 
against his will. Specialists empha- 
size that a patient under hypnosis 
does not respond to any suggestion 
that violates his moral, ethical, or 
religious principles. Whenever a 
conflicting suggestion is made, the 
subject immediately awakens or 
ignores the suggestion. 

Also, doctors point out, there is 
no reason for a subject to fear that 
once he is hypnotized he cannot 
awaken except when ordered by 
his hypnotist. If the hypnotist re- 
fuses to awaken the patient, the 
subject himself will wake up quick- 
ly, unharmed. The reason for this 
is that, psychologically, one person 
is not really hypnotized by an- 
other. Rather—and particularly 
in medical hypnosis—the doctor 
shows the patient how to hypnotize 
himself into a state of complete relaxa- 
tion. This allows the doctor to make 
suggestions to the subject’s sub- 
conscious mind. 

There is no fanfare, no abraca- 
dabra. But the results are often far 
more startling and amazing than 
the stunts produced on stage.

Add flavor with

Give a perky spring-green touch 
to your meals with versatile pars- 
ley flakes. It’s time to take note of 
these flakes for their savory flavor, 
too. 

A jar or package of parsley flakes 
comes in mighty handy—saves the 
snipping job, is inexpensive, keeps 
well on your cabinet shelf. If you 
are using a recipe that calls for 
liquid, soak the flakes in part of it 
before adding to mixture. 

Look below for flavor tricks to 
add to your seasoning repertoire. 
And be sure to try the Parsley Po- 
tato Salad and Oyster Stew recipes. 


Emerald Isle Potatoes. Scoop 
insides of hot baked potatoes from 
shells and add hot milk, butter, 
seasonings to taste—plus 4 tea- 
spoon parsley flakes for each po- 
tato. (Best to soak flakes in the milk 
in advance—while potatoes bake.) 
Beat potatoes till fluffy ; pile lightly 
back into shells.

These volunteers, usually 
working with a religious or 
social group in their communi- 
ty, are first given a course of 
instruction which teaches them 
how to use a brailler—how to 
translate the printed word into 
the system of embossed dots. 
When they’ve passed the 
course and are certified as 
braillers, they may use the 
group-owned machines or buy 
a machine of their own. Cost is 
about $90; size is smaller than 
a portable typewriter.

When mortar is almost dry, but finger- 
tip pressure brings moisture to surface, 


use a striking tool to dress. 


- Coneave joint— Finish with concave 
tool shown at left, or use a smooth length of 
pipe or conduit bent to a gentle curve. 

B. Weather joint— Finish with edge 
trowel or oversize joint filler held at angle. 
C. Raked joint Rake out excess mortar to 
desired depth with tool shown at left below. 
Nail or bolt can be set to any depth. The 
raked surface can be smoothed after raking 
with joint filler if desired. 

D. Convex or bead joint — Finish with 
special convex jointer. Add mortar where 
necessary to raise joint to desired bead. 

E. Square or “V™ joint Finish with 
special squared tool, or use a slightly bent 
piece of “L” shaped counter-edge strip. 

F. Weathered joint — Where the old joints 
are roughened or eroded by weather, match 
the surface by finishing to the desired depth 
with a joint filler. Wait till almost dry, then 
rub briskly but gently with a stiff brush or 
made of U-shaped scrap. piece of dry burlap till it matches.

Ner. I Main chore was to begin 
putting more humus on the rose 
beds. This will be mainly peat, for 
my supply of rotted humus is short 
and I want to save this for use next 
spring when I plant new rosebushes 
in the back beds.

spring, as the rose book says. It 
makes a mulch on the beds over 
winter. It gets worked into the soil 
as I cultivate next spring. A big 
factor is that I have more time for 
this work in the fall. 


Ner. 2 Another sorta summer day, 
though cloudy by worktime. David 
came out in old clothes, looking 
for work. With him to help, we 
spread two more bales of peat.

Nor. 3 “Here is your birthday 
present,” says I to Maggie, as I 
handed her a pretty little bunch 
of rosebuds with a deep bow and a 
great flourish. 

“They are not worth much but 
all there is left. They are the last 
until next year. Mebbe they will 
open up, inside the house.”

Welch argues, is a job for the pros. 

“The dangerous area of spying 
and treason probably did go on 
and may still go on. But I don’t 
think as clumsy a thing as a sen- 
atorial committee is apt to be very 
effective. With all my knowledge of 
the Army case, I never saw any 
Communists or alleged Commu- 
nists that struck me as very fright- 
ening. We had a collection of moldy 
old moth-eaten Communists that 
everybody knew about. The fright- 
ening menace remained secret then 
and remains secret now.” 

While the Welch attitude had a 
great impact on the country, the 
impact had little effect on Welch. 
This attitude—Welchism, if you 
will—was not undermined by klieg 
lights and cameras. The source of 
Welchism is a faith as vigorous as 
New England’s famed “‘rock-bound 
coast.” 


The parallel of Welch’s career 
to the Great American Success 
Story is so gloriously exact it tamp- 
ers with believability. Welch was 
born on a farm near Primghar, 
Iowa, in the northwest corner of 
the state. His English parents, 
William and Martha, crossed the 
country in a covered wagon, faced 
Indian massacres and prairie fires. 
As a boy, Welch witnessed the 
great migrations of game still 
crossing the Midwestern plains. 
The Welch family of seven chil- 
dren was poor, but in Welch’s 
youth, everyone was poor, he 
thought, and it seemed natural. In

describing his childhood to Alistair 
Cooke, the host of TV’s Omnibus, 
Welch said: “I don’t think any- 
thing nicer can happen to a boy 
than to be poor and be totally un- 
aware of it.” 

When his father let him handle 
machinery, he knew he was grow- 
ing up. “Behind the mower,” 
Welch said, with that rotund 
speech and enormous smile, “I 
loved to watch the tiger lilies that 
grew on the grass be kissed by the 
sickle and fall back into the hay to 
become feed for the cattle in the 
winter.” 

Welch’s parents were deeply re- 
ligious, and it was in church that 
his ambition was sparked. 

“The minister preached as if he 
were talking only to me and his 
son and no one else: young boys 
must go to college.’’ And it seemed 
to Welch at the time that all you 
had to have was the determination 
to go. 

“It was kind of in the air to be 
ambitious,’ Welch has said. “I re- 
member feeling something beckon- 
ing about the trains I could hear. 
And I wished to get on them and 
go somewhere and do something. I 
moved to the county seat and there 
lawsuits were tried. I saw judges 
and lawyers, and suddenly I just 
knew I had to be a lawyer and that 
was that.” 

Welch saved $600 working as a 
clerk in a real estate office in Idaho 
Falls, which got him to Grinnell 
College in Iowa. There he waited 
on tables and sold maps from door

“| think better on my feet’ — and in his Boston office overlooking

As a trial lawyer, Welch has profound confidence in juries. “I 
have seldom seen any real injustice come out of a jury room.” 


to door to see him through. He 
graduated in 1913 with a Phi Beta 
Kappa key and a scholarship to 
Harvard Law School 

In trying to relate the youth of 
his day to the present delinquency 
problem, Welch only comes to the 
unsatisfactory conclusion that we 
may need a century of living with 
our prisonlike cities where terrify- 
ing crimes of violence seem to be 
some satisfying end in themselves. 

**There must be something about 
city life that generates violence,” 
he said. “I don’t think people are 
bad and I don’t think people are 
getting worse. I think people are 
good and they’re getting better. I 
somewhat doubt that delinquency 
comes from the movies, comics, or 
TV. I'm perfectly certain delin- 
quency does come from a cause 
that won’t be cured by taking a 
belt to a child. I guess you always 
hearken back to your own youth 
and think it was pretty wonderful. 
And I actually think that what is 
missed in the youth of our land is 
that simple, open, unplanned con- 
tact with nature.” 


Weich has two sons and seven 
grandchildren—six of them girls. 
His sons—Joe, 40, and Lyndon, 
35—are both engineers, somehow 
ignoring their father’s profession. 
In 1956, Welch’s role as a father 
was formally recognized by the 
National Father’s Day Committee 
in naming him “Father of the 
Year.’ His brief message was de- 
scribed as a kind of “‘Gettysburg 
Address” on fatherhood. After 
stating that integrity was the “sin; 
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gle word . . . to describe the good 
man, the good citizen, and the 
good father,” Welch quoted one 
of his sons: 

‘“‘When the two of us were young, 
there were times when you and 
Mom would obviously set out to 
tell us how to live the good life. We 
could always recognize those mo- 
ments and we would close our ears 
and our minds. Your most influ- 
ential moments were your most in- 
advertent ones. We were apt to 
imitate what you really were—not 
what you said you were, or even 
what you may have believed you 
were.” 

And to this Welch added, “If 
your children are to have integrity, 
they must find it in the home and 
in you. If they live in an atmo- 
sphere of complete integrity, they 
will accept it as an attitude and 
never waver thereafter. And hav- 
ing integrity, they will themselves 
find freedom, and having found it, 
gladly grant it to all others.” 


Podaus, as a personal tribute, 
the most memorable event in 
Welch’s life was the invitation in 
1957 to speak in Chicago at the 
centennial celebration of the birth 
of Clarence Darrow, probably the 

greatest trial lawyer of all time. 
Before Welch reached the speak- 
er’s stand, he received the warmest 
tribute of all. Mrs. Clarence Dar- 
row, the widow of the colossus of 
the law, too ill to attend herself, 
had sent Welch her portrait of Dar- 
row that had rested on her dresser 
for many years.

ering, describing Darrow, Welch 
said: ““He was so brave, and so 
fearless, that he never seemed to 
realize that he was either.” 

Welch does not consider his ca- 
reer in any way parallel or equal to 
Darrow’s in the type of cases they’ ve 
tried or in Darrow’s specializing in 
the underdog and the unpopular. 
Be that as it may, they share the 
immense gift of moving men with 
words. And that Welch did when 
he spoke to the distinguished audi- 
ence of attorneys, friends and ad- 
mirers of Darrow. 


Near the close of his speech, 
Welch addressed Darrow himself. 
There were tears in his eyes, and in 
the intimacy of the moment, the 
room was still and those who heard 
shared Welch’s tears: 

‘And if... you one day awaken 
in another world, that world must, 
I think, offer you books to read, a 
little group to listen as you teach, 
a handful of cases to try, and un- 
popular causes to defend. No other 
sort of world could provide com- 
plete happiness for your great and 
restless spirit.” 

Welch likes to say he is old and 
indolent. He likes to moan if he 
has to write a speech, do too much

telephoning (which he despises), 
or prepare a case. But he still feels, 
as Darrow did, that there is al- 
ways a new challenge to come. 

Toward the end of Darrow’s au- 
tobiography, which was certainly 
intended as the final chapter when 
he wrote it, Darrow at 75 said: 

“And yet I cannot realize that I 
am old, that the sun has so quickly 
passed from the morning over the 
meridian it is already rapidly sink- 
ing behind the clouds. Where can 
the long day have gone? It is only 
a short time since I started on the 
road with all the world before me 
and immeasurable time ahead for 
the journey I was to take and now 
the pilgrimage is almost over and 
the day is nearly done.” 


Aver writing this, several chap- 
ters had to be added to the book to 
cover one of Darrow’s most cele- 
brated cases, the Massie trial in 
Honolulu, and his work with the 
NRA in the Roosevelt administra- 
tion in 1933. 

“I get great comfort out of the 
fact that Darrow at 75, writing 
rather solemnly about the end of 
his life, found that he had to add 
more to the end of his book,” 
Welch said. [ Turn to page 150

And this passage from Darrow’s 
The Story of My Life (Charles Scrib- 
ner’s Sons) was to move Welch in 
other ways, too. After a long ill- 
ness, Welch’s wife for 40 years, 
Judith Lyndon, died. The ending 
of this lovely marriage left Welch 
tragically broken, and he even 
found it difficult to speak to old 
friends who were part of those 
years. Typically, though, Welch 
personally answered each of the 
hundreds of messages of sympathy. 
His secretary, Mrs. Gertrude Ca- 
sale, said she didn’t know there 
were so many gracious ways to say 
“thank you.” 

But Welch, in the spirit of Dar- 
row, could not come to any final 
chapter. At 65, he moved into a 
new career in television with as- 
tonishing success. And a year later, 
he married Agnes Rodgers Brown, 
a widow who with her husband had 
been friends of the Welches for 
many years. 


in individual success in tele- 
vision is impressive—even for 
Welch, with the experience of the 
Army-McCarthy hearings behind 
him. Of course, the hearings only 
accustomed him to the electronics, 
not the demands of a professional 
television performance. 

Robert Saudek, producer of TV’s 
Omnibus, asked Welch to narrate a 
three-part series in 1956 on the 
Constitution, a subject Welch him- 
self had suggested. The result is 
well known. The series won the 
coveted Peabody award, among 
many others. A book, The Constitu- 
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tion, based on the series, was pub- 
lished the same year. 

Welch has been asked to make 
return appearances on Omnibus ev- 
ery year since. He has done seven 
shows altogether, six of them for 
Omnibus. This season he will narrate 
a feature on capital punishment. 

Welch considers capital pun- 
ishment barbarous. “I think it is 
appalling that our society has a 
machine to kill somebody with 
electricity—possibly even an in- 
nocent man.’ What we must do, he 
feels, is define just what our theory 
of punishment is—revenge, deter- 
rent, or reformation. 

“The victim (of a murder) can’t 
revenge himself, so we do it for 
him. That’s one theory. Does it de- 
ter? Statistics show we don’t have 
any more crime in states where 
they don’t have the death penalty. 
If, then, the general theory of pun- 
ishment is reformation, which cer- 
tainly it should be, it’s hopeless to 
reform someone with a noose or 
the electric chair.’ 

The modern example of refor- 
mation Welch points to is that of 
Nathan Leopold, who, with Rich- 
ard Loeb, committed, in Welch’s 
words, ““The most shocking crime 
in my lifetime.”” And Welch adds, 
“Now, apparently, Leopold is a 
completely reformed and_ useful 
citizen.” 

“Welch brought a rare quality 
to TV—the capacity to communi- 
cate to a general audience on diffi- 
cult subjects without talking down 
to them. Leonard Bernstein can do

it on music; Welch, on law,” said 
a member of the Omnibus staff. 

After the run of the Constitution 
series, Welch made a typical ges- 
ture. He sent his trademark—a 
bow tie—to each of the 75 actors 
in the cast. 


L. any moment of fatigue or an- 
noyance or pressure, Welch, as 
millions witnessed during the 
McCarthy hearings, will rest his 
head and seemingly his whole body 
in his hands and stare unhappily 
into some better memory. This 
weary posture and inconsolable ex- 
pression are almost as peculiarly 
Welchisms as the dapper bow tie 
and ear-to-ear smile that threatens 
to take over his entire face when 
it’s offered. When these distinctly 
Welch mannerisms converge with 
words, the man Welch becomes 
one of the most engaging person- 
alities of our time. 

Words are not hard to come by 
for Welch. He selects them from 
a lively and learned vocabulary, 
then gives them voice in a rhythm 
that always seems appropriate to 
the thought. As an advocate and 
as a man whose tools are words— 
daring, precise, and graceful words

—Welch would offer as a delegate 
to the United Nations an impres- 
sive voice of America. 

Welch, the old-fashioned man in 
many ways, will almost always 
resort to the letter rather than the 
telephone. “If you say something 
to me in a letter that’s important 
or just pleasant, I can always go 
back and hear it again.” 

The endurance and dignity of 
the printed word has had meaning 
for Welch all his life as a lawyer 
and no less as a man. The most 
charming memory Welch has in 
this regard is a letter he wrote over 
20 years ago to an obscure come- 
dian he and the first Mrs. Welch 
considered one of the funniest men 
they had ever seen. Welch was 
troubled and hurt that the come- 
dian never replied or even acknowl- 
edged his printed tribute. 


Ba only recently he received a 
letter from the comedian’s wife, 
in which she said that her husband 
had died, and she agreed with him 
that she had been married to one of 
the funniest men in the world— 
and also one of the finest. But for 
all his good qualities, she wrote, 
he had one great failing: He could 


never bring himself to write a let- 
ter. Then she said her husband 
so cherished Welch’s letter that he 
carried it with him until the day he 
died. She enclosed Welch’s letter, 
adding that now that he was dead, 
she felt Welch should have the 
letter—‘‘and in that way, I have 
been able to thank you on his be- 
half for having written it.” 


Bu: with all his faith in the pow- 
ers of communication, Welch still 
cannot cope with The Telephone. 
He finds it impossible to talk de- 
tails of anything over a telephone 
and can rather abruptly terminate 
a conversation. In fact, he can dis- 
miss a call as casually as he can 
forget an appointment. 

Two women take up the slack 
where there is slack in the Welch 
attitude. Agnes Brown Welch, a 
quiet and demure woman who 
matches Welch in his dignity and 
charm, speaks of herself as a de- 
cisive woman—and she is—and 
you suspect that this quality has 
been honed and sharpened to 
match Welch’s enormous talents 
for procrastination. 

The lady who keeps Welch’s 
professional life in order is his sec- 
retary and office disciplinarian, 
Gertrude Casale. When Welch 
hired her, he told her they’d get 
along fine if she’d boss him without 
his knowing it. 

He calls her “Casale” (rhymes 
with “alley’’). He has her name 
fixed in his mind, but can’t re- 
member many others nor does he 


remember how to spell hers. On 
notes, he addresses her as “GEC.” 
Dictating at his stand-up desk, he 
will offer something like this: 
“Dear Mrs. Woof-woof: 1 have 
your letter of plunk. My client Miss 
Snooks and I called Attorney woof- 
woof-woof . . .”’ Mrs. Casale pa- 
tiently and knowingly fills in the 
italicized expressions with some- 
thing more accurate. But in the 
courtroom, the memory is infallible 
—the facts and dates and details 
pour forth in a great garland of 
words that astonish his associates. 
One of them said: ‘Another lawyer 
can walk into a courtroom with the 
same arguments, but without the 
same results. It is the man.” 

A hearing room scene that in 
turn delighted and terrified Mrs. 
Casale was an occasion when 
Welch was vigorously presenting 
his case, and the atmosphere was 
austerely legal. Welch quite sud- 
denly developed a painful head- 
ache and quietly sent word to have 
Mrs. Casale bring an aspirin. 
Welch continued his presentation, 
but when Mrs. Casale entered, in- 
terrupting a particularly tense 
scene, the entire court turned to 
view what might have been a sur- 
prise witness. Welch sensed this 
reaction and gently turned to Mrs. 
Casale, then to the court, and an- 
nounced: ““The one who approach- 
es is my secretary with my head- 
ache pills.” 

Welch’s memorable defense of 
his young assistant in the McCar-

thy hearings was considered by 
many observers to be the high 
point in the case. When the young 
lawyer, who was not even part of 
the Army’s legal staff, was at- 
tacked unnecessarily, Welch met 
the occasion with remarks that so 
stunned and moved the assembly 
that despite the chairman’s warn- 
ings against demonstrations, the 
hearing room erupted with ap- 
plause. Even then Welch’s attitude 
was not vengeance as he spoke to 
the man who made the attack: 

“If it were in my power to for- 
give you for your reckless cruelty, 
I would do so. I like to think that 
I am a gentle man, but your for- 
giveness will have to come from 
someone other than me.” 

Che incident was so painful to 
Welch that he still hasn’t been able 
to listen to the special recording of 
the episode CBS sent to him. 

Perhaps, the gesture Welch is 
most proud of was one he described 
to Edward R. Murrow on Person to 
Person, Murrow’s CBS. television

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When Welch returned to his 
home in Walpole, Massachusetts, 
his neighbors presented him with 
a cigarette box with the engraving: 
“E. Pluribus Unum—Joseph N. 
Welch. To the nation’s acclaim we 
add our love, July 4, 1954.” 

Then Murrow managed to make 
Welch define the Welch attitude 
himself. After the program, CBS 
was deluged with requests for 
copies of Welch’s remarks, especial- 
ly the final summing-up sentence: 

“Mr. Murrow, how could any- 
one be unhappy at my age to find 
life opening up in new fields, with 
new friends and new faces and new 
adventures. It is incredible that I 
should go on having more and 
more things to do and more and 
more fun. And sometimes I say, 
‘If I do have any more fun I will 
some way have cheated fate itself.’ ”’ 


Weich’s own oversimplified anal- 
ysis of the country’s reaction to 
the Welch attitude in the McCar- 
thy hearings mirrors the man’s own 
abundance of humility and wit. 
He was aware, he said, that 

a “considerable number of people 
were somewhat attracted to me per- 
sonally,”’ but he felt that the pat- 
tern of soap operas and westerns 
they had been watching on TV 
““made it necessary for them to 
place a certain number of us in the 
category of good guys and certain 
others in the category of bad guys. 
And I probably had a little of the

Spring tulip show 


The wire mesh shown here 
protects bulbs from mice, 
which travel in mole runs. 

Place circle or square of 
mesh underneath bulbs as 
well as around the sides of 
clump. The barriers should 
be continuous. 

Commercial baskets that 
are designed for protecting 
bulbs are available. 





Give tulips a good soaking 
when the buds first show, 
again when flowers open. 

This extra water helps 
the stems stretch up and 
the petals stretch out, 
giving you bigger flowers. 

The rest of the year, the 
tulips won't require extra 
water — blooming time is the 
only critical period. 





You can dig up your tulips 
after they’ve bloomed, and 
replace them with annuals 
or other flowers. 

Dig carefully so as not 
to damage the bulbs. Move 
them to a protected spot 
where they can grow and 
mature their foliage. 

Move them back to their 
show place in the fall.

If mice aren’t a problem, 
bulbs can be set without 
mesh. Space the bulbs about 
5 to 7 inches apart. 

Plant the bulbs at least 
6 inches deep; a full 8 to 10 
inches deep if the soil is 
light and sandy. 

A bulb-planting tool does 
a fast job, but a trowel 
will do for small numbers. 





Tulips need very little 
plant food. Too much may 
stimulate the larger bulbs 
to split into small ones 
which don’t have the 
capacity to flower. 

If the soil is very poor, 
feed lightly with a high 
phosphorus plant food, such 
as a 5-10-5. Apply this when 
the flowers fade.
